Franz Werfel’s Amazing Play Has for Central Figure a 
Monster Seen Only as a Shadow and Heard as a Voice 
of Thunder—In “The Great God Brown” Characters 
Wear False Faces Except When Their True Selves Are 
Speaking—“The Makropoulos Secret.”

NEW YORK, Jan. Sv. 


HE kind of first-nighter who is wont to assure you between 
the acts in deafening tones and with a puzzling air of distinc- 
tion that what he goes to the theater for is to have a good laff 
has had, during the past week, what might be roughly but felicit- 


ously described as a rotten time. 

Death has stalked the stage, fina! 
curtains have left most of the prin- 
cipal characters in a state of rigor 
mortis, and the two most heralded 
and curiously awaited premieres 
have proved severe strains on what 
is sometimes fulsomely termed the 
intellect. 

The Theater Guild has met its 
midwinter problem in characteris- 
tic fashion. Since moving into its 
fine new temple, in  Ffty-second 
street, it has experienced indiffer- 
ent success. None of its produc- 
tions has met with the ummixed 
enthusiasm to which the Guild has 
become accustomed, and none of 
them has added any considerable 
sum to the mgstically shrouded 
coffers of tha noted -institution. 
The whole attif@de of onlooking 
Broadway might havé been summed 
up in the remark of the ancient 
first-nighter who muttered with a 
slightly minatory accent: “They'd 
better be good next time.” : 
Boldest Task Since “Peer Gynt.” 
ELL, the next time has come 
and gone. On Monday night 
of this week, the Guild rose

“Goat Song” is a ballad of re- 
bellion. For its invisible central! 
figure, it takes a monster who )s 
ween only once as a fearful shadow 
thrown athwart the sun,. heara 
only once as a terrific voice com- 
ing like thunder out of the hills. 
This monster, born of a great lady 
in a great house, is half-goat, half- 
man; and for three-and-twenty 
years, the household hides him as 
a thing of shame. Then the mon- 
ster breaks lose and becomes at 
once the summons and the sym- 
bol and the fetish of the rebellion 
which then breaks into flame—a 
pitiable, blundering, drunken re- 
bellion which reduces the country- 
side to ashes, and leaves the poor 
poorer than ever. 


The Eternal Recurrence. 

LT at least ashes are clean, 
B and the denuded land is nearer 

Eden than was the civilization 
which preceded it. As the last act 
unfolds, you see that just such an 
other lopsided, inequitable civiliza- 
tion will rise from the ashes. And 
you see, too, that another rebe!l- 
lion will destroy it. For thoug’: 
the monster has himself been con 
sumed in the ravenous flames, a 
woman heavy with his child is 
standing amid the ashes as the 
final curtain falls. 

The play hag been magnificently 
Staged——with such excellent play- 
ers as Lynn Fontanne, Alfred Lunt. 
Bianche Burka, George Gayl, Ed- 
ward G. Robinson and Dwight 
Frye in the multitudinous and not 
inexpensive cast. “Goat Song’ 
was also the first play wherein the 
English speaking theater called 
upon the services of Ben Ami as a 
director. 


Problem of the Real Ego. 

HEN, at the Greenwich Village 

Theater further downtown, « 

new O'Neill play, “The Great 
God Brown,” has been produced. 
As far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain, I was the only one among 
the reviewers who did not find it 
limpressive. Jt seemed to me ater- 
ile, stuntful, arduous, wuninteres+- 
ing. 

In this new play of his. the great 
god O’Nelll flags a train of thought 
which has run through long tun- 
nels of Greek and German philoso- 
phy and, more recently, through” 
the mazes of the Italian play- 
wright, Pirandello. On easter, 
more familiar levels, it hag pro- 
voked such phrases in the Ameri- 
can language as “Be yourself,” or 
“Take off those whiskers, we know 
you.” It is the problem of per- 
sonal identity, the inquiry as to 
what is.a man’s real self. 

As his puppets, O'Neill uses two 
friends who are rivals at home and 
downtown-——one a simple, uncorm- 
plicated go-getter who is thick- 
skinned enough to go maskless in- 
to the world at first; the other a 
sensitive, frightened, unhappy art- 
ist who so shrinks from the touch 
of the outside world that he sits 
unmasked only when he is alone 
with a cigarette and his own sow). 
His is the more poignant tragedy. 
for he knows that his wife loves 
not himse!f but only this outward 
being he has never had the cour- 
age to discard in her presence, 

New Use of Masks. 
HIS play is unfoldgd by . the 
T device of having each char- 
acter carry a mask in his 
hand, to be clapped on over his 
face except in the rare moments 
when the real self is speaking 
This introduces an entirely new 
clause into the articles of agree- 
ment in the “Let’s-pretend™ con- 
tract which, though pet nominated 
in the bond, is tacitly signed by 
every playgoer who buys him «4 
ticket and goes to the play. 

For my own part, I found myself 
unprepared to ratify the new 
clause and, amid all the cackling 
praise around me, felt just about as 
obstructive and unpopular ese the 
late Senator Lodge.

HIRTY-ONE years later, after the 

last defeat of Bryan, Col. House 

determined the time had arrived to 
fulfill his ambition to pick, nominate and 
secure the election of a Democratic can- 
didate for President. 

House had never met Wilson, but his at- 
tention had been called to him by Wil- 
son's ambitious reform program in New 
Jersey and the success with which he was 
driving it through the Legislature. He 
studied his background, which was admir- 
able in that he had no political record and 
thus started with no political enemies, 
while his troubled career at Princeton 
seemed to label him as an opponent of 
aristocratic privilege. He studied his 
speeches, which he believed should be 
. classed with the finest politica] rhetoric 
( extant. There was obviously in him the 
/ Capacity for moral leadership. Late in 
» the year House returned to Texas con- 
, vinced that he had found his man, although 
as yet he had never met him. 

“I decided to dow what I could,” he 
writes, “to further Gov. Wilson’s fortunes. 
I spoke to all my political friends and fol- 
lowing and lined them up, one after an- 
other. This was in the winter of roro-11.”

The year 1892 was one of politico-social 
ferment in Europe and the United States; the 
forces of liberal progressivism were every- 
where arraigned against reaction. In Texas the 
Struggle was sharp. Gov. Hogg, whose 
courage and force had made him a dominat- 


ing influence in the State, was the centér of 


the storm; and because of his advanced ideas, 
many of which found ineorporation in 
sweeping legislative reforms, he had aroused 
against himself a powerful group which pro- 
tested against his nomination for a second 
term. The fight offered to the young House 
the opportunity for which he had been wait- 
ing. ‘“‘House was hot nominally manager of 
the Hogg campaign,’ writes T. W. Gregory, 
later Attorney-General, who was then active 
in Texas politics, “but was chiefly responsible 
for the organization, and to him Hogg owed 
a large share of his victory.” 

“T felt that Gov. Hogg’s confidence in 
me was a great compliment, because of my 
youth and, so far as anyone knew, because 
of my lack of political experience,” House 
wrote. 


“So in politics I began at the top rather 
than at the bottom, and I have been doing 
since that day pretty much what I am doting 
now—that is, advising and belping wherever 
I might.” 

With the success of the Hogg campaign the 
political position of House in Texas evident- 
ly became assured.

Frederick C. Beach II, Sridgeport, Conn., 
attorney, son of Stanley Beach, yesterday de- 
nied that he was fighting his father. 

*‘Father may feel that 1 am fighting him,”’ 
said the young attorney’ who acts also as 
Clerk in the Superfor Court at Bridgeport, 
“but he errs. The true facts have not been 
brought out. 

Stanley Yale Beach's aristocratic relatives 
are plotting to spirit him to Connecticut to 
have him thrown into an insane asylum, he 
charges. Thus, he says, they hope to end 
his fight to confer his name and fortune upon 
his daughter, Marguerite Watson. 

Definite information has come to Beach 
and his attorney, that the Stratford, Conn., 
Beaches have made extensive preparations 
to have tie inventor confined as a madman 
for the rst of his life should he ever croees 
the Connecticut State line. 

Although his love for his wife fs dead and 
he cherishes not the slightest intention of 
living again under the same roof with her, 
Beach says now he has a double reason ior 
remaining away forever. He fears the circle 
which the money of Mrs. Beach and her kia 
have formed against him. 

When the conservator which has shut off 
his income was appointed the Connecticut 
Probate Court conferred upon this corpora. 
tion complete supervision over Stanley 
Deach'’s person W hile he was in that state. 


How Would This Do? 


Beach repeated yesterday a proposition 
that he advanced to Mrs. Beach several 
months ago as a solution of the difficulty. 

“If Mrs. Beach will grant me a divorce so 
that I can marry Mrs. Watson and thus 
legalize Marguerite, I will then arrange a 
divorce with Mrs. Watson and remarry my 
first wife if she wants me to,” declared Beach 
caimly. 

Mrs. Beach previously rejected this 
proposition, saying that she had no guaran- 
tee that her husband will carry out his 
agreement after she bas freed him to mafry 
Watson. 

This plan has the hearty approval of Aust 
Jennie Beach Gasper. 

Beach's plan to marry Mrs. Watson asd 
then arrange with her to divorce him so that 
he can remarry Mrs. Beach doesn’t meet at 
all with the approval of Probate Judge Smith 
of Stratford, who is siding with the home 
town Beaches. He expressed his opinion of 
it in a letter written in reply to one from 
Mrs. Gasper last December.

He preferred to talk 
about facts and figures as to Liberia. The 
country started in 1822 when the American 
Colonization Bociety sent freed Ameritan 
slaves from the South there to statt a col- 
ony. They took with them such Ameft- 
can names as Robertsport, Marshall, Bu- 
chanan, Rock Cess and Harper for towns. It 
was to be a free state, hence the word Li- 
beria. In 1847 the country outgrew ite 
private sponsorship and becdme independ- 
ent. The Government is now a republic 
with two houses of legislature patterned 
after the American Congress. Liberia is a 
member of the League of Nations and its 
sovereignty is protected by the Powers. In 
furtherance of its patterning after Atert- 
can customs the Liberian Goverment hae 
set about reorganisation of the small ar- 
my. That accounts for the Count of Hack- 
ensack’s present venture. American army 
officials co-operated with Liberia to the ex- 
tent of releasing him with an honorable dis- 
charge from our army.

The first night of his absconding from 
the tenement home where he knew he had 
at least a place to sleep and food to eat 
found him with his cash account at abso- 
lutely zero. It would take at least a dime 
to get lodging for the night but a dime was 
a lot of money and he didn't know how he 
was going to get it. But he had a try at 
it and that is how one night in 1903 a 
thin littie fellow slipped in between the 
swinging doors of Callahans saicon and 
offered at the top of his voice his unre 
quested interpretation of ‘‘The Mansion of 
Aching Hearts.””

So our hero, ousted, moved up to 
Jimmy Kelly's old place in Union Square 
and got the same kind of job he had at 
Salter's. A job from the same Jimmie Kelly 
in whose place he later met Ellin Mackay. 

While at Kelly's he wrote two more 
songs, “‘Dorando” and ‘Sadie Salome—Go 
Home.’ And then he got a job witb the 
Ted Snyder Music Company at $25 a week, 
for which sum he was to write lyrics to 
which others would supply the music. He 
Was to get a royalty on every copy sold 

That was in 1909. And 1. Berlin (wao 
had finally blossomed into Irving Berlin) 
went steadily along. He found he was quite 
capable of writing his own music to his own 
lyrics. And later he found he was quit* 
capable cf publishing his own songs and 
others’ songs and there was a new music 
publishing house called Irving Berlin, Ine. 
And he joined hands with Sam H. Harris, 
the theatrical producer, and produced the 
Music Box Revue and built New York's 
Music Box show house. - Then, naturally, 
came fame and fortune. At present he is 
worth $2,000,000.

Suppose that these unbelievable things, 
leaving the United States without a single 
newspaper to report and interpret opposition 
sentiment to the country and the rest of the 
world, should happen—and you have a perfect 
imaginary parallel to a real condition in the 
Italy of Mussolini today. 


use of arbitrary power when it succeed- 

ed, a few weeks ago, in muzzling the 
Corriere della Sera, of Milan, the last news- 
paper in Italy to hold out against the Musso- 
lini regime. The Corriere is still pub- 
lished: its typographical dress is the same 
as always; but it is no more like the old 
Corriere than the Post-Dispatch, if converted 
into a groveling organ of autocracy, would 
be like the Post-Dispatch of today. The 
soul which made the Corriere the largest 
and most influential newspaper of Italy, 
which helped to give rise to the saying that 
“As Milan thinks today, Italy will think to- 
morrow, has gone out of it. Fascism has 
killed the real Corriere more effectively than 
if the bomba thrown by terrorists of the 
Mussolini party had reached their mark. 

There is significance not only for Italy 
but for the world in the passing of the 
Corriere. Newspaper men everywhere had 
long recognized it as one of the greatest of 
all liberal journals. It was frequently 
called ‘‘The Manchester Guardian of Italy.”’ 
It was liberal, independent, but never in the 
least revolutionary. Founded some 50 years 
ago, shortly after the unification of Italy, 
it set itself the task of interpreting the new 
Italy. Above all others, it was the paper 
to which British and American students of 
world affairs looked for trustworthy infor- 
mation about Italian hime and hopes. It 
was noted for its careful and independent 
criticiam. Even in dealing with Mussolini! 
it was never captious. 

The vigorous but fair editorial policy of 
the Corriere was combined with news-get- 
ting enterprise, evidenced by the competent 
manner in which it reported the Washing- 
ton arms conference of 1921-22, and with 
literary excellence. These merits reaped a 
proper material reward.

November, the Corriere was accounted one 
of the most prosperous. papers in the world, 
with a circulation of upward of 700,000 
daily. 

The importance of the Corrlere may be 
judged from the comment by the London 
Times that its ‘‘disappearance is a serious 
losa to European civilization.’’ 

Suppression of the Corriere was accom- 
plished through the forced retirement of its 
managing director and part owner, the bril- 
Hiant Senator Luigi Albertini, and his 
brother, Dr. Alberto Albertini, .the editor. 
Unable to silence the Albertinis with bombs 
and threats, the Fascisti resorted to legal 
piracy, backed by the power of Mussolini, 
under the new Italian gag laws, to put the 
Corriere completely out of business. The 
atory of this Fascist exploit, as recounted 
here, has been gathered from news dis- 
patches printed in this country and abroad, 
and from Italian newspaper men in New 
York, one of them a former Deputy who had 
an intimate view of the struggle between 
Mussolini and Luigi Albertini. 


He is a man worth knowing. Wash- 
ington became acquainted with him 
when he was one of Italy’s delegates to the 
arms conference. Italy has known him for 
more than 25 years as a man wielding an 
immense influence through the columns of 
the Corriere della Sera. Albertini and the 
Corriere—they are practically synonymous. 
A serious student of economic and socia) 
problems, Albertini in his early vears worked 
under former Premier Luzzatti, who inter- 
ested himself in founding people's banks and 
Organizing the agricultural industry. In- 
troduced by Luzgatti to the proprietors of 
the Corriere, Albertini became a member of 
the staff, later editor of the paper and fi- 
nally part proprietor. In 1914 he wage 
made Senator. 

‘“‘Dispassionate’’—that describes Alber- 
tint. But not without a warm sentiment 
for the paper into which he poured his en- 
ergies for 25 years. One gete a giimpse 
below the cold exterior in this sentence from 
his farewell address to his readers: ‘I lose 
something which was supremely dear to me, 
but I keep intact a spiritual teatimony which 
is even dearer, and at the same time I save 
my dignity and my consclence.”’ 

Such is the man who was the first among 
the editors of important Itallan newspapers 
to publish a reasonable, judicious criticiam 
of the Fascist regime and the last to be 
forced into silence. 

In the beginning, Albertini did not oppose 
the Black Shirts. As he recalls in his fare- 
well statement, he said in the Senate in 
August, 1922, after the occttpation of the 
factories, that the best means of ending 
Violence was to entrust power to the Fas- 
cisti, He took the position that Muassolint 
should be called into power by the King. 


. WORD, first, about Senator Albertini. 
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of the freedom of her people: 


but that nothing savoring of revolution 
should be indulged in. After Mussolini had 
got control of the Government in October, 
1922, Albertini declared through his news- 


paper that the Fascisti had used illegal 
methods to seize authority. In consequence 
of this criticism the Corriere, with other 


Opposition papers, was suppressed for sev- 
eral days. 

About this time, it is related, Mussolini 
sought out Albertini'and endeavored to win 
him to support of Fascism. “If I were the 
head of the Government,’ the editor is said 
to have replied to the dictator, ‘“‘you would 
be shot as a rebel against the Constitution, 
but now that you are in authority I hope 
that you will do well.”’ 

“Will you and your newspaper support 


me?’’ asked Mussolini. : 
“TI will wait and see,”’ replied Albertini, 
in effect. “I will not engage myself. I am 


againet the way in which you have obtained 
power, but if you will use it wisely and re- 
afect the freedom of the people I will sup- 
port you. If vou violate the Constitution 
I will be against you.” 


ROM that time forward there was 
| eee between Albertini and Mussolini, 
marked on the one side by tem 
perate, well-documented criticism of Fas- 
cist outrages and on the other. by 
Violent outbursts against Albertini in 
the controlled press. Mussolini's anger 
grew with each fresh attack on his policies. 
His fear of the Corriere was heightened by 
the fact that it continued to be the paper 
most read by employes of the Government. 
On a score of occasions the paper was sup- 
pressed for a day on account of some offend- 
ing article, at an eatimated loss to the pro- 
prietors of about 100,000 Hira each time. 
Members of the staff were abused in the 
Government press and insulted by Fascisti 
On the streets. In October, 1923, three 
bombs were thrown at the building of the 
Corriere deila Sera—-an exceptionally fine 
newspaper plant and one of the show places 
of Milan. Two fell within the railings 
around the building and one struck a grill 
protecting a window. The bomb.throwers, 
five in number, all escaped. 
Aibertini became anathema to. certain 
captains of industry, men who had allied 


themselves with Fasciam and contributed to . 


its maintenance because it kept down wages 
and discouraged strikes. The attacks on him 
in the official press increased in number and 
violence. A characteristic outburst appeared 
in the Popolo d'Italia after he had com- 
mitted the unforgivable offense of laughing 
at the pretensions of the dictator. 
‘Albertini, we are coming,”’ warned this 
organ of the Government. “There are 
many, many Fascisti, some of them very 
well known, some of them not known at all, 
in many Itallan cities, who beg for the privi- 
lege, honor and responsibility of burning 


your rotten old shed over your head. If it 
has not happened, thank Muasolini.”’ 

In the face of this and similar direct in- 
citements to violence, the editor continued 
serenely on his way. Considering his provo. 
cation, his criticisama were remarkable for 
their temperate character. But even the 
faintest show of opposition aroused the dic- 
tator’s ire. He wanted not a fair paper but 
a servile one. 

Albertini fought the Premier in the Senate 
as well as through his newspaper. On one 
notable occasion, after the murder of the 
Socialist Deputy, Matteotti, as the result of 
a Fascist plot hatched in the Ministry of 
the Interior, Senator Albertini made caustic 
comment on Mussolini’s reference to ‘‘the 
voice of the vast mass of Italians who belong 
to no party but are concerned with some- 
thing far more to“the point-——to carry on 
with their work in silence.” 

“It is just these quiet, hard working 
people,’’ replied Albertini, ‘‘who are being 
threatened, beaten and bullied and are now 
making their volces heard. The assassina- 
tion of Matteotti is only the last drop in 
their cup of humiliation before themselves 
and the whale world. 

“The only way to achieve pacification is 
that power should rest on consent and not 
on violence,”

“It was a most impressive demonstra- 
tion.”’ 

80, from day to day, the battle between 
these two men of strong will went on. Rich 
Supporters of the Fascist movement sought 
to buy out Albertini’e interest in the Cor- 
riere della Sera, but he refused to sell. He 
and his brother, who had become editor of 
the paper in 1921 on the Senator's advance- 
ment to the directorship, continued to print 
daily on the first page a dispassionate ac- 
count of instances of Fascist violence, denial 
of justice, violation of the right of free 
speech, and the other evils that followed 


‘swiftly and increasingly in the wake of the 


Mussolini dictatorship. 

Two events of moment in the struggle be- 
tween Mussolini and Albertini occurred in 
April, 1924. Until that time the press of 
Italy, though subject to constant harass- 
ment, had remained technically free. Deter- 
mined to remove the last vestige of opposi- 
tion to his rule, Mussolini then set up a 
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With the suppression of this great newspaper Italy is finally without a dispassionate guardian 


Press Bureau with sweeping powers of sup- 
pression. At its head he placed Cesare 
Rosai, one of his informers and advisers. 
Rossi conferred daily with the Premier on 
measures to be taken for the muzziling of 
offending newspapers. 

April, 1924, was also the month of a gen- 
eral election that meant the continuation 
of Fascism or its overthrow. The Corriere 
della Sera campaigned earnestly for the elec- 
tion of anti-Fascist members of Pariiament. 

Eight days before the election Rossi, in 
the name of Mussolini, called Albertini on 
the telephone and commanded him to 
change his policy. 

“If you do not support the Nationalist 
(Fascist) ticket,” said Rossi, ‘it will be the 
worse for you.” 

‘Tl take orders from no one,” said Alber- 
tini, and hung up the receiver. 


HE Fascists won the election gener: 
ally but lost in Milan, where the com- 
bined Socialist, Catholic, Labor and 


Democratic parties had a majority. Musso- 
lini, who was in Milan on election day, 


was enraged at this election. He 
placed the responsibility, correctly, on 
the Corriere della Sera and Albertini. 


Then was formed, according to a former 
Italian Deputy now editing an Italian news- 
paper in New York, a plot by Fascist ter- 
rorists to assassinate Albertini, Filippo Tur- 
ati, another distinguished opponent of Fas- 
cism, and Claudio Treves, editor of the 
Giustizia and a noted debater in parliament. 
The plant of the Corriere was to be bombed. 

Men high in politics, the story goes, got 
word of the plot and communicated with 
the King, who asked Mussolini if the report 
were true. Mussolini declared it was not. 
The plot was not consummated, but anti- 
Faseisti believe that it surely would have 
been if the King had not revealed to the 
Premier his knowledge of what was afoot. 

Two months later a political assassina- 
tion did occur. Deputy Matteotti, a Social- 
ist of the right wing, was the victim. The 
Corriere, going after Mussolini with renewed 
vigor, demanding that the King send him 
away. 

The campaign of terrorization against the 
Corriere della Sera finally became so in- 
tense and its financial losses from the con- 
stant suppression of issues of the paper so 
heavy, that Albertini announced he would 
cease publishing political editorials and 
would make the paper solely an organ of in- 
formation. This policy was strictly observed 
during the year preceding the death of the 
paper as a liberal journal. Mussolini's acts 
and policies were reported in the news col- 
umns, but there was no editorial comment. 

The dictator was still not satisfied. Facts 
were dangerous: the Corriere della Sera 
must be throttled. 

Leading the pack against the Corriere was 
the Cremona Nuova, a Government organ

controlled by Roberto Farinacci, the 24. 
year-old general secretary of the Faacis¢ 


party. This lieutenant of Mussolini demand- 
ed through his paper that Albertini either 
be removed from the Corriere or the paper 
be suppressed. 

In. November of last year, Farinaccil de 
clared that if the Corriere did not receive 
the same treatment as other Opposition jour 
nals (virtually all.of which by this time had 
been muzzled or killed), ‘‘the moral sense of 
the Italian people would be offended.”’ He 
called on the Prefect of Milan to act against 
the paper. The Rome Impero also called 
for suppression, and the same tone was 
taken by all the rest of the Fascist papers. 


OW Albertini had been able to 
N weather the storm up to this time 


by virtue of a contract with the 
paper which gave him absolute con- 
trol over its policy till 1930. This con- 


tract could only be broken if he espoused 
a policy opposed to the Constitution of Italy. 
He had about 40 per cent of the stock of the 
paper. The majority of the stock was owned 
by the Crespi brothers, rich cotton mant- 
facturers of Milan, one of them the presl- 
dent of the Banca Commerciale. 

The Crespi brothers, 
of the financial captains of Italy, were pro 
Fascist and therefore opposed the policy of 
the Corriere. One can imagine the spleen 
of these financiers at seeing the paper of 
which they were the chief owners pursue & 
policy at the opposite pole from their own, 
Moved by their own desires and by pressure 
from the Fascist party, they sought a way 
to break Albertini'’s iron-clad contract. 

Ata meeting of the directors of the paper 
in November the saving clause of Albertini’s 
contract was attacked. Thé charge was 
made that, in the course of his opposition to 
Fascism, he had been guilty of anti-constk 
tutional expressions. A vote was solemaly 
taken on the trumped-up charge, and Ak 
bertini’s contract was declared terminated. 
He was paid 6,300,000 Hire for his shares, 
or about $2,520,000. 

In his published valedictory a few days 
later, Albertini said that he might have fre 
sisted the action of the Crespi brothers is 
the courts, but had refrained from so doing 
because of the certainty that this would have 
meant the complete suppression of the paper.

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HEN Harry H. Fromm, out 
at Pacific, Missouri, dug 
out of the accumulation of 
his attic, the other day, a 
curiously carved cane which 
had been carried by his fa- 
ther, Florian F. Fromm, once Sheriff of 
Franklin County, Missouri, he disclosed the 
ailent testimony of the warm regard of a 
life-termer for the man’ who had sent him 
to prison. 

The life-termer was Jim Foster, once 
known as “Trusty Jim,’’ who 40 years ago 
was a roguish ne’er-do-well at Pacific. His 
career came to an ena when Sheriff Fromm 
“turned him up,’ as police say, to the Fur- 
iong Agency detectives in the great South- 
western Railway strike of 1886. Foster 
was the slayer of two men in the violence 
at Pacific in that strike. Fromm, himself, 
though Sheriff of the county, was a ring- 
leader in the activities of the atrikers at 
Pacific. ‘Trusty Jim’’ had betrayed the 
Sheriff to the Furlong Agency. Fromm 
withdrew his protection from the ne’er-do- 
well. Foster was arrested, and on his own 
confession was sent to prison. 

But the friendship of those two tinen, 
born when they shared hardships together 
upon Southern battlefields in the Civil War, 
fostered by the reckless pranks of youth 
when they fought Indians down in the 
Southwest after the war, and cemented by 
the fact that each had more than once saved 
the other’s life, continued. When Foster 
went to the penitentiary for life Sheriff 
Fromm took care of the convict's wife and 
children. While Jim Foster was in the pen- 
itentiary he carved that curious cane. Also 
in idle hours he painted pictures—to send 
them to the man who'd sent him up. 


any crowd he stood out, partly because 

of physical bulk, partly becauee of the 
force of his character. He was the product 
of the hard life of his days. A man weigh- 
ing 260 pounds, well over 6 feet itn height, 
not an ounce of spare flesh upon him. A 
“‘black’’ man, whose eyes flashed with com- 
manding magnetism. Those eyes, deep-set, 
were overhung by pent-house brows. There 
was a dangerous yet commanding nose. A 
jaw that would fight a regiment. 


A German immigrant lad. When 13 years 
old yellow fever at Memphis had carried off 
his parents. He drifted into the protection 
of a family named Fromm, who took him 
in at Pacific. It was a pitiful life he had. 
Up at 4 a. m. to go barefooted for the oxen. 
Then at work all day in the woods snaking 
Out logs with an ox team. Food was aimple, 
hard fare indeed, and not much of it. But 
the 13-year-old waif was grateful. His 
wages went into the family fund——unques- 
tioned. He did not realize it was a hard- 
ship to have no clothes but the cast-offs of 
the lumber camp .. . to wear no shoes. 

it was not until, at 17 years, he enlisted 
in the Union Army that Florian F. Fromm 
got his first suit of clothes, his first pair 
of shoes——the uniform of the United States. 

In St. Louis, where he enlisted, he met 
Jim Foster. Foster was older, a trifler, a 
happy-go-lucky and worthless type. No 
mother would have picked him as a com-. 
panion for her son. But, then, Florian 
Fromm had no mother. 

They fought together side by side down 
South. They shared the same blanket, the 
same roasting ears and chickens they gath- 
ered in as foragers. More than once in bat- 
tle the bullet from one's rifle had saved 
the other's life. ‘‘Lord,”’ says Harry Fromm, 
as he tella the story, “how my old man 
hated a rebel!’’ 


Fe ass cro F. FROMM was unique. In

The latter believed that, cap- 
tured by Confederates, his chum had served 
for a time with the Confederate Army.

Foster got sick, seemed about to die.

And it had to muve, leav- 
ing Foster behind. Fronm, at night. rode 
over to the Indian encampment. He called 
for the medicine man. A _ dignified old 
brave appeared. Fromm seized him and 
hoisted him onto his pony behind him. Hav- 
ing kidnaped the medicine man he rode 
back to his friend. Foster seemed in the 
agonies of death. 

“I must take him hack to camp,’’ the In- 
dian said, only he said it by signs, and 
Fromm managed to get his friend up onto 
the saddle and led his horse, With the In- 
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dian at the other side. to the encampment. 
That was the last time he saw Jim Foster 


for many years. 

Florian Fromm had returned to Pacific. 
He had become a blacksmith, then a con. 
tractor for the Missouri! Pacific Railway, 
making ewitch-frogs. He invented a ma- 
chine to help him, and produced as many 
as 60 frogs a day, at $12 each, under the 
contract. The railroad company saw how 
he did it and cut the price to $1 each. 
Fromm quit. Meantime.he had married. 
There were five children. His wife died 
when the oldest, Clara, was 7. Friends and 
relatives wanted to take his children. Not 
from him. He hired a Negro woman, old 
Aunt Rose, to care for them. Later, when 
she got to be old, Florian Fromm, every 
week of her life, drove from Eureka to Pa- 
cific with a gallon of gin, a pound of Grang- 
er twist and a $10 bill to make the old 
woman happy. 


OW, out of a job, Fromm invested 
N in a saloon. Later, when the Sheriff 

needed a deputy who was powerful 
and fearless he chose Fromm. A_ few 
years later Florian F. Fromm was elected 
Sheriff of Franklin County. 

Naturally, he bad had no schooling. He 
managed to read a little In after years, and, 
when he became Sheriff, he had a curious 
way of signing his name, for otherwise he 
could not write. He drew a long bar above 
the dotted line. He dropped three short- 
er lines from it. He dropped three more 
that were little more than dots. Then from 
the three longer dropped lines he drew in

three little cross lines. ‘‘F. F. F.”’ he had 
printed out then. The rest of the name 
Was a series of waves.

A carpenter had 
been discharged by the Gouid railroads 
His companions struck. jrievances were 


rife among the men. Martin Irons, power 
in the railroad labor world, called a gen- 
eral strike over the Missouri Pacific, [ron 
Mountain and M., K. & T. railroads. 
Pacifie’s sentiment was with the strikers.

The 
Sheriff, grabbing a crowbar at his barn, 
ran and pulled those spikes, throwing the 
switoh and saving the train when it was 
go close upon him that the crowbar was 
knocked from his hand by the force of the 
rushing locomotive. 


\ A y OMEN and children were on that 
66 train,’’ he later said. ‘“‘We have 
no quarrel with them.”

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N ORDER that posterity 10.000 
] = hence may be able to hear 

the songs and utterances of men 
of today, Dr. William Doegen of the 
Department of Phonetics of the 
Prussian State Library at Berlin is 
accumulating & vast series of archives 
of the sounds of the present-day 
world as we know it. These sounds 
he is preserving on master phonograph 
‘records of brass, which will endure for 
hundreds of centuries. Already his 
collection fills 12 large rooms in the 
library that in area is the greatest in 
the world. 

Not only will samples of speech of 
all modern tongues be carried down 
the ages, but such national! sounds az 
are distinctly characteristic of various 
countries will be preserved. For ex- 
ample, there will be the plaintive in. 
tonation of the Turkish Muezzin call- 
ing the faithful to come to prayer— 
this sound representative of the world 
of Islam. The African Negro of today 
will be heard beating his war drum in 
remote times when the Congo proba- 
bly will boast a higher civilization than 
America of today. There will resound 
the melancholy foiksong of the Cos- 
sacks Of the Don, the mellow har- 
monies of the Volga boatmen and the 
stirring notes of ‘“‘Tipperary’’ from the 
throats of British troopers’ on =the 
march. These, in times to come, may 
convey to scholars more than vast li- 
praries of written lore. 

More than 250 tribes and peoplea 
are already represented by examples 
of their speech in the original and 
translated into English and German, 
together with a phonetic analysis. 
With all these are kept a profile and 
front view of the speaker and a cine- 
ma film if possible. The purest sam- 
ples of any language are combined 
with several of the different dialects. 
Colloguial English takes its place 
alongside of the declamatory speech of 
the greatest public orators and the dia- 
lects of Berkshire, Lancashire, Cum- 
berland and Devonshire are included, 
together with Scotch, Irish and Welsh 
varieties. Hardly less interesting and 
important are samples of ceremonial 
rites of various people, such as the 
rites of marriage, birth and of funer.

How to Preserve Magazine Covers 


(In response to many requests, this 
information is reprinted from a past 


number of the Post-Dispatch Sunday 


Magazine.) 

EADERS of the Post-Dispatch 
R Sunday Magazine who want to 
preserve in artistic form its front 
covers, produced by the coloroto proc- 
ess, can do so with just a little trouble 


and at slight expense. The picture 
thus secured is well worth .- being 
framed and hung on the wall, and 


with ordinary care it should retain the 
rich colors indefinitely. The follow- 
ing method has been used success- 
fully: 

The first step is to paste the pic- 
ture on a piece of manufactured build- 
ing board, such as beaver board, 18 
inches by 20 inches. Use photog- 
rapher’s paste and a brush about two 
inches wide and be sure that no 
bristles are left on the paper. Spread 
the paste evenly and have the pic- 
ture damp enough to prevent any por- 
tion of it drying before the paper is 
laid on the board. Take care not to 
get any paste on the front of the pic- 
ture, for when the paste dries it will 
make a white spot. 

Now place the picture on the board, 
paste-side downward, by catching it 


with the fingers at opposite corners, 
centering it with relation to board and 
letting the middle part of the picture 
come against the board first. Then 
brush the paper each way from the 
middle, smoothing it with the hands. 
If there should be wrinkles, they can 
be rubbed out with the handle of a 
emooth silver knife, pushed across an- 
other piece of paper laid on the pic- 
ture. 

When the mounting has been fin- 
ished, put a weight on the picture and 
let it stand overnight. The weight 
will prevent the picture and the board 
from curling up. The entire surface 
of the picture must be covered by the 
weight, producing an equal pressure. 
In the morning it will be smooth and 
dry. 

When the picture is dry give it a 
coat of white sheliac, applied with a 
brush. Be sure that no bristles are 
left in the fast-drying shellac. Let 
this dry and then give it a second coat 
of shellac. When the second coat is 
dry take a smal) amount of floor wax 
On a rag and polish the surface of the 
picture. Only a small amount of wax 
should be used, but the operation can 
be repeated several times. The effect 
is to deepen the tone of the colors im- 
mediately, and to insure their perma- 
nency. The finished picture suggests 


an oil painting which has been var- 
nished. 

The rest of the work is purely me- 
chanical, but it should be performed 
with the same care as the preceding 
steps. Trim the edge of the board, 
leaving a quarter of an inch for fram- 
ing. The trimming should not be 
done with a saw, which will leave a 
rough edge, but with a sharp knife. 
Because of the protection afforded 
by the shellac and wax, the picture 
can be framed without any glass. 

To clean the picture its surface can 
be wiped with a damp rag, perhaps 
once in every six months. Whenever 
cleaned it can be given another coat- 
ing of wax, which always must be ap- 
plied in small quantities. The shellac 
and wax not only protect the surface 
of the picture but give it depth and 
enrich the colors. 

The shellac can be bought at any art 
materials store, a sufficient quantity 
for four pictures costing 40 cents. 
A brush good enough for the work will 
cost 15 cents and can be cleaned with 
rubbing alcohol. So little of the wax 
is necessary at a time that its cost 
is negligible. The building board may 
be obtained at lumber yards and hard- 
ware stores, and is not expensive. The 
cost of a single piece 18 by 20 inches 
probably never would exceed 20 cents.
